Thomas J Walsh, past president of the 
Canadian Bar Association, leads the Calgary 
law office, Walsh Young, having established 
his own firm six years after graduating from 
the University in 1953. He served as a 
Bencher of the Law Society of Alberta for a 
number of years and was appointed Queen's 
Counsel in 1967, president of the Canadian 
Bar Association 1978-79 and Chair of the Law 
for the Future Corporate Campaign in 1986. 
He is currently a member of the Canadian Bar 
Association's standing committee on pensions 
for judges' spouses and judges' salaries. 

Appointed president of the Calgary Chamber 
of Commerce in 1987, Mr Walsh also sits on 
several committees of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce. He was general chairman for 
the City of Calgary Centennial celebrations in 
1975, and has been involved with the Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede as senior associate 
director since 1976. 


A former member of the University of Alberta 
Senate, Mr Walsh sits on the Council, Alberta 
and Northwest Territories Division of the 
Duke of Edinburgh's Award, is a former 
director of the Management Advisory Council 
in the Faculty of Management, University of 
Calgary, and also lectures for the Division of 
Continuing Education at that University. 

The Senate is donating the following volume 
to the Bruce Peel Special Collections Library 
to commemorate the awarding of the 
honorary degree to Thomas Walsh: 

An Act... for the Regulation of the Trade with the 
Indians, and for the Administration of Justice in 
the North-western Territories. . . (London, Eyre 
and Spottiswoode, 1859). 

By this act, justices of the peace in British 
American Indian Territories were authorized 
to try offenses, and regulations could be 
made to promote the "moral and religious 
improvement" of the Indians.

Degrees with Distinction 

The general University provision is 
that, at the discretion of the faculty 
concerned, the notation "With 
Distinction" is inscribed on the 
permanent record and graduation 
parchment of a candidate for any 
degree (except an honors or 
graduate degree), if the candidate 
has obtained a grade-point average 
of 7.5 or higher over the last two 
years of the program.

Universities began as small 
collections of scholars who worked 
together to preserve and advance 
knowledge. Students came to study 
with them and, in due course, an 
administrative structure arose to 
provide system and recognition for 
those studies. This ancient structure 
is preserved at the University of 
Alberta, with the Faculty and the 
Students providing the core of the 
University's purpose, teaching and 
the advancement of knowledge. The 
Faculty's task is facilitated by their 
colleagues in the Academic Staff, 
the Faculty Service Officers, the 
Administrative Professional Officers 
and the Librarians, and the 
University's dedicated support staff. 

The Faculty, numbering some 1,600, 
is responsible for creating programs 
of study, for teaching and for 
evaluating the learning of the 
student body, both undergraduate 
and graduate.

Faculty 
members are responsible for the 
scholarly reputation of the 
University by preserving and 
sharing knowledge and by pursuing 
new ideas and knowledge through 
their research. 

The Faculty and Staff congratulate 
you, the graduands, on the 
successful completion of your 
present studies which is recognized 
by the degrees to which you are 
admitted today. Your achievement 
deserves praise. We hope your 
present knowledge provides a 
sound base for an education which 
will continue throughout a 
rewarding life.

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University Mace 



The University of Alberta Mace was 
designed and crafted specifically for the 
University as a gift from Dr Francis 
Phillip Galbraith, Chancellor of the 
University of Alberta from 1964 - 1970. 

It was presented by his son, Michael 
Galbraith, on behalf of his father on 
May 26, 1970. 

Among its elements: the Star of Saint 
Thomas Aquinas, the Patron Saint of 
Scholars; the Wild Rose of Alberta; the 
Maple Leaf; and the separate charges 
which make up the University's Coat of 
Arms. The University motto 
"Quaecumque Vera" ("whatsoever things 
are true" Phil 4:8) encircles the staff. 

The Mace is made of sterling silver which 
was rhodium plated after the insertion of 
the various enamelled shields which 
make up its elements. A special 
electro-plate process was used to apply 
24 carat gold to other parts of the Mace. 

It was intended that the Mace should be 
modern in appearance but with medieval 
origins. The preponderance of visual 
weight at the top of the staff and the 
rather complex section through the 
metalwork at this point are reminiscent 
of the use of the mace as a weapon, 
defensive or aggressive. 

The Mace is carried before the 
Chancellor, or Vice-Chancellor, in 
procession and rests on its stand in full 
view of the assembly during 
Convocation. Centuries ago the Mace 
was a symbol of authority over life and 
death. Today it represents power — but 
the power of knowledge and the 
importance of the University in the 
community. 
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University Ceremonial Chairs 



The Chancellor's Chair 
was presented to the 
University of Alberta 
as a gift from the 1922 
graduating class. It is 
made of solid oak with 
a padded leather back 
and seat. Above the 
padded leather back is 
carved the University 
motto "Quaecumque 
Vera" together with 
the class year, 1922, 
and the University 
coat-of-arms. 

In 1987, the family and 
friends of Dr Charles 
Malcolm Macleod, 
Chairman of the Board 
of Governors from 
1950 to 1966, presented 
a memorial gift to the 
University of an oak 
stand for the 
University of Alberta 
Mace and two 
additional chairs for 
use by the President 
and the Chairman of 
the Board of Governors 
at Convocation. 
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Academic Dress 


The tradition of academic dress dates back to 
the early fourteenth century. Its origins seem 
to have been mainly ecclesiastical but partly 
functional. Since the early institutions of 
higher learning in England were run by and 
for the members of religious orders, clerical 
discipline prevailed, and tonsured heads and 
clerical garb were required. However, it is 
probable that long woolen gowns were 
considered necessary in any case to shield 
medieval scholars from the dampness and 
cold of the unheated buildings and that 
hoods were used to provide warmth to their 
shaven heads. 

The hoods or cowls of monastic orders, 
which in warm weather could be thrown 
back to fall between the shoulders, were 
superseded as headdress by the ecclesiastical 
calotte or skull cap, but were retained as a 
sort of cape. After the Reformation, the 
clerical skull cap was replaced by the 
academic "round cap", a circular, velvet 
bonnet, which is still prescribed for higher 
degrees by a number of universities. The 
mortar board, the hard, square cap that is so 
commonly used as academic headdress 
today, evolved from the softer, more flexible 
"square cap" that was introduced in England 
in about 1490. 

From these early beginnings a code of 
academic dress gradually evolved. Colours 
were introduced in the borders and linings of 
the hoods to distinguish between degrees in 
different fields of study, and a variety of 
patterns of both gowns and hoods was 
developed to distinguish between different 
levels of degrees.

Doctors' gowns and hoods (PhD and EdD, 
DMus) conform to the Intercollegiate Code in 
shape, size and colour, with velvet trim on 
the sleeves in either Philosophy blue for the 
PhD, or Education light blue for the EdD on 
a black gown. Doctors of Laws wear a 
full-dress scarlet robe faced with white silk. 

Doctors' hoods are of black material to match 
the gown, and a full lining is of gold satin 
with a six-inch green satin chevron. The 
velvet trim distinguishes the two degrees 
and matches the velvet trim on the gown. 

Honorary degree hoods (LLD, DLitt and 
DSc) are of scarlet in the Cambridge form 
and have a full lining of white silk. 


Academic dress at the University of Alberta 
conforms to the customary Cambridge shape 
(a gown of black material falling below the 
knee with full sleeves cut to the elbow and 
terminating in a point). Hoods are of the 
Oxford pattern of spruce green material with 
a border for bachelors, and a full lining for 
masters and doctors of medicine and dental 
surgery, of the colour distinctive of the 
faculty.
